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IN THE WIND 


Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes was awarded 
the King of Bercy crown at the three- 
race Paris Supercross in France, Novem- 
ber 8-10. Hughes didn't win any of the 
three races at Bercy Stadium but he was 
the most consistent, going 2-4-2 over the 
weekend. On the first night, Suzuki's 
Greg Albertyn and Honda of Troy's 
Larry Ward battled for the lead with 
Albertyn crashing out on the last lap. 
Ward took the win, followed by Hughes 
and Frenchman Sebastien Tortelli 
(Kaw). AMA Supercross Champion 
Jeremy McGrath suffered arm-pump 
problems and finished 10th. The second 
night of racing saw Kawasaki's Damon 
Huffman reel in and pass McGrath for 
the win. McGrath again suffered fore- 
arm pump late in the race and finished 
fifth. Huffman's teammate Jeff Emig 
ended up second, followed by Ward 
and Hughes. Sunday, McGrath scored a 
wire-to-wire victory over Hughes, Emig 
and Huffman. Emig leads the World 
Supercross point standings with 63 
points, Huffman is second with 61 and 
Hughes is third with 57. McGrath is 
back in the pack with 37 points. 


Chad Pederson (Yam) won three of four 
races during round two of the PJ1 Super 
Arenacross Series at the Knickerbocker 
Arena in Albany, New York, November 
8-9. Pederson won both the 125 and 
250cc classes Saturday night, a day after 
coming away with the victory in the 
125cc class and a second-place finish in 
the 250cc class. Friday night, Pederson 
topped Buddy Antunez (Hon) and Cliff 
Palmer (Suz) to win the 125cc class and 
followed Antunez home in the 250cc 
class. Mike Jones (Kaw) was third. Sat- 
urday night, Pederson won both races, 
topping Palmer and Denny Stephenson 
(Hon) in the 125cc race and Antunez 
and Stephenson in the 250cc class. Ped- 
erson leads the overall championship 
point standings with 1,249 points to 
Palmer's 134 and Antunez' 133. 


The final round of the NETRA Enduro 
Series was held in Chester, Connecticut, 
November 10, and it was Bob White 
(CRE) scoring the win. Second place 
went to Dave Gunn (KTM) followed by 
Kemp Stewart (Hus), Rick Claxton 
(Hon) and Paul Milliken (KTM). Jason 
Cayer (CRE), who finished eighth, 
wrapped up the series title. 


Road racer Scott Zampach continues to 
show progress from the injuries sus- 
tained at New Hampshire International 
Speedway in October. On November 4, 
doctors removed a halo that had been 
fitted to stabilize his spinal cord and his 
tracheotomy has been removed. "Scott's 
getting better every day," his wife 
Dinah said. “He's getting pretty feisty 
and wants to get home right now.” 
Zampach is receiving physical and 
speech therapy twice daily at Froedtert 
Hospital in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
where he is expected to stay for another 
six to eight weeks before returning 
home to complete his recovery.

Elsinore Grand 
Prix a success 


FI's Goat Breker pulled it off. After months of 

pomis city council meetings, negotiations and 

eadaches, the famed Elsinore Grand Prix, last 

held 25 years ago, was resurrected over the November 

8-11 weekend in Lake Elsinore, California. And for 

most of those who competed in the gala event, it was 
deemed an overwhelming success. 

As for GFI and the city's opinion of the event, we've 
yet to hear of anything official, but much of this has to 
do with the fact that the festivities in Lake Elsinore are 
not yet concluded as many of the “Extreme” events 
were scheduled for Veteran's Day, Monday, Novem- 
ber 11, while this issue was going to press. 

We do know than an estimated 2,000-plus motorcy- 
cle racers turned out for the 12 grand prix races that 
where held over the weekend. 

The racing got under way Saturday morning with 
the Unclassified race which was won by Kawasaki's 
Jeff Matiasevich, followed by KTM riders Destry 
Abbott and Lance Smail and Kawasaki's Paul Krause. 
Nick Pearson, on a KTM, rounded out the top five. 

The 250cc Pro class was won by Team Honda's 
newest member, Scott Sheak. He battled with Kawasa- 
ki's Ty Davis before Davis dropped out with a flat tire. 
Second went to Smail, followed by Suzuki rider Brian 
Manley and Abbott. 

In the Open Pro race, Smail took the win, followed 
by Davis and Honda rider Mike Healey. 

KTM's Scot Harden took top honors in the Legends 
race, topping Kawasaki rider Brent Wallingsford and 
Honda riders Bob Rutten and former National MX 
Champion Gary Jones. Malcolm Smith, the man who 
ruled the Elsinore GP back in the late ‘60s and early 
'70s, finished 11th. Smith rode a Husaberg. 














On Sunday, Smail rode his KTM to the Four-Stroke 
class win over Abbott and Honda rider E.J. Wright. In the follow- 
ing race, two-time 125cc National MX Champion Steve Lamson 
topped the Dual Sport class on a CRM250 two-stroke. Honda 
rider Eric Graves finished second, and KTM-mounted Damon 
Powell took third. The Vet Expert class went to former 125cc 
National MX Champion Micky Dymond, on a Honda, followed 


by Krause. 


The motorcycle racing program was capped off with the 
Hamel.100, covering 100 miles and featuring a $5,000 purse. 
Lamson took the win after dicing with Davis for most of the race. 
Sheak finished third, followed by National Reliability Enduro 
Champion Rodney Smith, on a Suzuki, and Abbott.

If racers 
start getting evaluated based on style 
points, these guys have a really great 
future. 

Finally, yes it’s great to be able to go 
riding - everybody’s first love - but as 
anybody who has ever raced will tell 
you, riding and racing aren’t even close 
to being the same thing. :

t seems kind of odd that the first manufacturer in over a decade to 

produce a small-bore, two-stroke, off-road bike truly capable of 

rivaling the Kawasaki KDX200 for single-track supremacy hap- 

pens to be the same manufacturer that builds the KDX200 itself - 
Kawasaki. For 1997, Kawasaki has introduced the KDX220R, a slightly 
larger-displacement version of the already tried and proven, and much- 
loved, KDX200. 

It also might seem kind of strange that Kawasaki chose not to drop 
the 200 from its off-road family but instead to let it go head-to-head 
with the all-new (well, sort of) 220. Perhaps Kawasaki has too much 
sentimental attachment to the 200 for it to be automatically given the ax. 
After all, it is the KDX200, an old friend. For Kawasaki, bringing on the 
new 220 and hanging on to the 200 is kind of like buying a puppy 
before ol' Fido kicks the bucket. You know, to ease the pain of saying 
goodbye to your trusted companion. 

But, still, why a 220? According to Kawasaki, the 220 is supposed to 
"bridge the gap between those riders who may feel that a 200cc machine 
may not have enough pull but that the added size and weight of a 250cc 
motorcycle is too much." Basically, that bridge is a slightly bigger piston 
and a different carburetor, but more on that later. 

The 220 isn't the only new off-road bike to join the Kawasaki family. 
Kawasaki wisely chose to abandon the underpowered but maneuver- 
able KLX250 four-banger for a bigger-displacement version, the 
KLX300. Unlike the KDX200 and 220, which are nearly identical motor- 
cycles, the KLX300 is significantly changed over the KLX250, which has 
been eliminated from Kawasaki's lineup after a two-year showing. It 
made its debut in 1994 but never really took off like Kawasaki thought it 
would. A rather heavy price tag, hard-starting habits and being some- 
what down on power did not help its cause any. Nor did Honda's intro- 
duction of the XRA00R. 

Other than having an 18cc larger displacement, the only real differ- 
ence between the KDX200 and 220 are the carburetors. To achieve more 
bottom-end, and increase ridability on tight and technical trails, the 220 
comes fitted with a smaller 33mm Keihin PVK mixer, as compared to the 





Despite the relatively minor differ- 
ences, there's a fairly significant price 
difference, as the KDX200 carries a sug- 
gested retail'price of $4,299 and the 220 
$4,549. Kawasaki is quick to point out 
that the KDX220R still costs less than 
any comparable 250cc off-road bike on 
the market. 

As for the KLR300, it took on more 
changes over its predecessor, but still 
retains many of the 250’s standard fea- 
tures such as liquid-cooling, a perimeter 
frame and 43mm inverted cartridge 
forks. Both the fork and the shock are 
provided by Kayaba and feature exter- 
nal, 16-way damping adjustability.

Obviously the biggest change with 
the 300 is its larger displacement cylin- 
der, up 43cc over the previous model. 
The four-valve, double-overhead cam 
motor now boasts 292cc but the stroke 
remains the same at 61.2mm. Kawasaki 
opted for a 34mm Keihin CVK carbure- 
tor over the 32mm carb used in the 250. 

To lesseri the chance of stalling, the 
ignition timing has been changed as 
well, and to aid starting, the 300 uses an 
automatic compression release system. 

Chassis-wise, the KLX300R features 
an all-new, longer and stronger alu- 
minum swingarm, and both front and 
rear suspensions have been stiffened. To 


improve braking power, the KLX now 
uses the exact same front brake caliper 
as used on the “96 KX250. In the back, 
Kawasaki actually reduced the diameter 
of the rear rotor. 

Other changes included going to 
larger radiator shrouds and making the 
oil filler more easily accessible. 

Unlike the KDXs, the KLX comes 
with a durable O-ring chain. The KDX 
still comes with wimpy, non-O-ring 
chains. 

Kawasaki claims the KLX300 weighs 
only eight pounds more than the KDXs 
at 231 pounds (dry). 

And the price? Kawasaki tells us the 
new KLX300R will carry a suggested 
retail price of $4,699 and, again, 
Kawasaki is quick to point out that 
that’s some $500 less than the MSRP of 
the Honda XR400 and only $100 more 
than the XR250. 

Kawasaki recently invited us to 
Idaho for a quick riding impression of 
all three motorcycles, and we came 
away impressed and somewhat sur- 
prised. 

We were surprised in the fact that we 
wrongly assumed that the 220 would be 
automatically better, or should we say 
more powerful, than the 200. After all, 
bigger is better, right? Actually, after 
riding both bikes over a two-day period 
on some of the best, single-track trails 
we've ever ridden, neither bike is actual- 
ly, head-over-heels better than the other 
- they're just different - power-wise, that 
is. 

Handling and suspension action are 
identical, as expected, but each bike has 
a personality of its own when it comes 
to power. The 220 definitely hits harder 
off the bottom than the 200; in fact, the 


bike nearly jumps out of your hands 
when you first open ‘er up. Midrange is 
okay, too, but the power tapers off on 
top. The 200 is just the opposite. It has 
your typical KDX200 power off the bot- 
tom, slightly less than that of the 220, 
but pulls quite well in the middle and 
on top of the powerband. 

Simply said, the 200 feels slightly 
faster when revved out than the 220, but 
doesn’t hit as hard off the bottom. 
Midrange is about the same on both 
bikes. 

In stock condition, the 220 works best 
when the going gets tough, where just 
getting through a nasty section is more 
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important than getting through it quick- 
ly. The 220 chugs and pulls like a horse, 
while the 200, which still performs good 
off the bottom, pulls a little harder in the 
middle and on top, good for when the 
trail opens up. 

The 200 doesn't hit exceptionally 
hard anywhere in the powerband, mak- 
ing it extremely easy to manage on the 
trail - it has a broad, user-friendly 
powerband, while the 220 demands a bit 
more throttle control, because it'll come 
on the pipe pretty hard when you open 


'er up, so you had better be ready. Over- . 


all, the 200 seems slightly easier to ride 
than the 220, especially on the narrow 
single-track trails. 

Other than having different horse- 
power personalities, the 200 and 220 are 
identical. They both handle the same, as 
they do stop, turn and jump. The only 
real difference is the way they churn out 
the power - if bottom end is more 
important to you, then you'll favor the 
220; if you want more of a midrange and 
top-end performance, then you'll proba- 
bly prefer the 200. Either way, both 
bikes are absolutely a blast on the trail. 

So is the KLX300. 

Kawasaki's semi-small-bore thumper 
is a significant improvement over the 
KLX250. You can tell immediately that it 
puts out more power than the 250 - it's 
by no means a rocketship, but it does 
move along pretty well. It pulls good off 
the bottom, as it should for a four- 
stroke, but it really comes alive at the 
halfway point in the powerband, and it 
pulls pretty good on top, too. It's a 
revver of a four-stroke, so it doesn't take 
too much getting used to after spending 
time on the two-stroke KDXs. 

The KLX250 rightfully earned a repu- 
tation as a hard starter, but you can 
erase that from your memory bank, as 
the 300 fires up effortlessly. We never 
had any problems getting the little four-

stroke going, even after crashing. Better 
yet, you can even start the KLX300 in 
gear! 

On the trail, the 300 feels very stable. 
The KDXs sometimes feel a little over- 
sensitive and skitterish when plowing 
through rocks and things; in other 
words, the quick-handling two-strokes 
have a tendency to bounce off the rocks 
and deflect off the trail. The 300, on the 
other hand, simply plows through the 
rocks and debris, maintaining its intend- 
ed course. You just feel very secure on 
the KLX on those tight trails. Even 
though Kawasaki says the KLX weighs 
only eight pounds more than the KDXs, 
it feels a bit heavier than that but still 
feels rather light for a four-stroke. 

The 300 feels more low-slung than 








either of the KDXs, despite having near- 
ly identical seat heights, but the one- 
inch-less ground clearance of the KLX 
could be felt. Your feet will get a little 
nervous at times. 

Overall handling is first rate, and 
both front and rear suspensions soak up 
everything in sight with aplomb. If any- 
thing, the suspension is a little too much 
on the cushy side. For more aggressive 
riding, stiffer springs at both ends will 
be a good idea. 

Both brakes on the 300 work well, 
especially up front, where feel and 
power are excellent. 

Unfortunately, all good things must 
come to an end, and our two days in 
Idaho came and went all too fast. Awe- 
some trails, perfect riding conditions on 
some of the best off-road bikes in the 
world will do that. 

We would have liked to have spent 
more time on each bike, but hopefully 
we'll get that chance on each bike in the 
near future. For now, we are quite 
pleased with all three of these motorcy- 
cles. Both the KDXs are a blast to ride 
and it's basically impossible to declare a 
"best bike" between the two KDXs. 

Basically, don't write off the 200 just 
because the 220 has 18 more cubic cen- 
timeters. This doesn't automatically 
mean that the 220 is a better motorcycle 





- it's just different. The 220 might have 
more bottom end but the 200 is faster on 
top - what's more important to you? 

If you're toying with the idea of buy- 
ing a four-stroke, as a playbike or race- 
bike, the KLX300 might be right up your 
alley. It's acceptably light, it makes 
decent power - not to mention four- 
stroke-kind-of-power - it handles the 
rough terrain quite well and, perhaps 
best of all, it starts as easily as a two- 
stroke. 

It'll be interesting to see what hap- 
pens down the road between the 
KDX200 and 220. After all, it really does 
seem strange to have a pair of motorcy- 
cles so alike in the same camp. But, hey, 
who's complaining? You can't have too 
many KDXs. ex 
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Kawasaki KLX300R

White Brothers World Vet MX Championship

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, NOV. 3 
he sky was clear, the track was 
prepped to perfection and every 
bottle of Geritol in a 50-mile 
radius was stripped from the 
shelves of local stores as the 
fastest riders from all over the world 
flocked to Glen Helen Raceway to com- 
pete in White Brothers' annual World 
Vet MX Championship. 

In the premier Over 30 Vet Pro class, 
“Earthquake” Erik Kehoe was rocking 
more than his chair on this particular 
Sunday. Kehoe, Honda of Troy team 
manager, still has some serious speed 
tucked under his manager's shirt. 

Kehoe won back-to-back motos to 
take his first World Vet title - and he 
had some of the fastest Over 30 racers 
breathing down his neck the entire day. 
Keith Bowen, factory KTM rider and ex- 
factory Yamaha rider, was the closest 
rider to Kehoe in both races. Bowen 
almost looked like he had a shot at tak- 
ing the title in the second moto before 
crashing and losing any chance. 

One rider missing from the roster 
this year was last year's winner, Doug 
Dubach. Dubach was still recovering 
from a shoulder injury sustained early 


in the year. Dubach was on hand not as 
a racer, but as a mechanic for Mike Bier, 
who finished 12th in the Vet Pro class 
after running into problems. 

As the gate dropped for the 35-rider 
field, it was Northern California rider 
Jon Nelson pulling the holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Honda '97 CR250-mounted 
Willy Musgrave and Mike Ekerson. Nel- 
son was able to hold off the field for the 
opening lap, but Kehoe, Bowen and 
SMP/FMF-backed Brian Manley were 
recovering from poor starts and work- 
ing through the field. Kehoe knew the 
importance of moving to the front early 










































on and went from sixth to first during 
the opening laps. 

"I got a bad start and tried to get 
through the field as fast as possible," 
Kehoe said. "I got a little arm pump, but 
kept pushing." 

Nelson fell back to third as Kehoe 
took the lead, followed by Musgrave. 
Kehoe quickly put a cushion between 
himself and the field. By this time Mus- 
grave was by himself as Bowen, Manley 
and Dymond were trying to get past 
Nelson and Ekerson. 

Bowen was the first to slice his way 
through the backmarkers. Bowen, by far

the fastest rider on the track, went from 
eighth to third in three laps. 

"| didn't know what to expect when I 
came here," Bowen said. "The tracks I 
have been riding at home are a lot dif- 
ferent." 

Bowen kept pushing and reeled in 
and passed Musgrave for second a little 
past the halfway point. Bowen moved in 
on Kehoe, but never got close enough to 
make a move. 

Back in the field, Manley finally was 
able to break free from the pack and 
secure the fourth spot, followed by 
Dymond. Manley ran into trouble early

on and had to fight his way back 
through the field. 

“I got a little overanxious during the 
opening laps and ran in the back of Bier 
and went over the bars," Manley said. 

When the black and white flew for 
the final time, it was Kehoe with the 
win, followed closely by Bowen in sec- 
ond and Musgrave in third. 

In the final moto, holeshot artist Nel- 
son led the pack with Manley, Mus- 
grave, Kehoe and Bowen in tow. Manley 
jumped into the lead and tried to pull 
away early on, but Kehoe quickly 
moved into second and started to dog 


his every move. Manley was riding a 
flawless race until bike problems and 
brain fade got the best of him. 

“I got into the lead and tried to 
stretch it out, but my bike kept popping 
out of gear and missing shifts,” Manley 
said. “At that point, my concentration 
was shot and Kehoe got past.” 

Kehoe took over the lead, but he was 
not out of danger as Bowen was riding 
like a man possessed and started to chip 
away at his lead. Bowen moved into sec- 
ond and was going in for the kill, but 
the overzealous Bowen blew his chances 
at the title. 

"I got a little exited when I started to 
catch Kehoe,” Bowen said. “I swapped 
off a jump and blew over a berm and 
got banners all wrapped in my rear 
wheel." 

Bowen fell back to sixth, but was able 
to work his way. back to second before 
the end of the moto. Back in the field, 
Dymond advanced to the fifth spot fol- 
lowing a race-long battle with Tom Car- 

` son and Terry Fowler. Kehoe cruised in 
for his first Vet title, followed by a dis- 
appointed Bowen and Manley. 

In the 40- to 49-year-old Expert class, 
Suzuki's Mike Webb managed to outride 
the field to take the class championship. 

In the first moto, it was Fred Vertucci 
taking the moto win. Vertucci took the 
early lead, followed by Richard Eierst- 
edt and Mike Webb. Vertucci pulled a 
huge lead early on while Webb fought 
hard to finally take over second. 

There also was a fierce battle for 
fourth place among Alex Jorgensen, 
Gary Jones and Parry Klassen. Klassen 
eventually finished the moto and 
secured fourth. 

In the second moto, it was Brent 
Wallingsford with the holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Webb. Vertucci, the first-moto 
winner, ran into troubles and had to 
work his way to the front. Vertucci 
sliced his way through the field, but 
could only secure fourth place and sec- 
ond overall for the day. Webb sat back 
and finished the race in second to take 
the overall and the Vet title. 

In other race action, Zoli Berenyi 
from Canada was unstoppable in the 
Over 60 Expert class. Berenyi won both 
motos from the drop of the gate to the 
wave of the checkered flag. George 
Spearing finished second for the day fol- 
lowing a battle with fellow competitors 
Chuck Minert and Bob Miller. iod 

In the ultra-competitive Over 30

ven though the chase for the gold 
€ decided weeks ago by Rod- 
19 ney Smith, KTM's Scott Plessinger 
arrived at the final round of the Nation- 
al Hare Scrambles series with every 
hope of adding at least another top 
showing to his two previous wins. 

The best that Plessinger would have 
been able to salvage would have been 
third in the series, but this would have 
meant that teammate Jason Dahners 
would have had to finish fifth or worse.

I’m 
really excited about that and looking 
forward to next year already. I’ve only 
got one more to go now (meaning num- 
ber one)." 

Rounding out the podium for the day 
was Dahners, who also took third over- 
all in the series. Dahners was as jubilant 
over his third as Hatch was with his sec- 
ond.

The only disappointment for the day 
was the fact that there was not a large 
turnout of riders - about 120 - and spec- 
tators were just about nil. 

The starting line of AA riders saw 
only nine willing to brave the elements 
and the cold. Barry Hawk, who had ear-

lier claimed his championship again in 
the four-wheel GNCC division, put in 
another appearance this year, along 
with Duane Conner. 

In addition to them, Smith's mechan- 
ic and multi-time Blackwater winner, 
Mark Hyde, had Smith's bike out of the 
garage for one last showing this year in 
the Veteran Expert class and GNCC 
hero Gene O'Nail took his shot at the 
250cc A class. 

When the starter's flag dropped at 
noon for the usual dead-engine start, it 
was Plessinger and Hatch out in front 
with the motocross track to clear before 
disappearing into the woods. The two 
swapped back and forth over the track, 
but it was Plessinger who looked more 
like a natural motocrosser than Hatch. 

“I have a motocross track at home 
that I practice on a lot," Plessinger said.

were Plessinger, Dahners, Hatch, Mash- 
bir and Garrahan. Less then a minute 
behind these forerunners sat Conner 
and Hawk. Leigh Letellier of the AA 
class breezed by with 250cc A riders 
O'Nail and Blair Bersano burning rub- 
ber right behind him. 

The end of the second lap saw Dahn- 
ers in the lead with Plessinger and 
Hatch cruising behind. 

"Yeah, out on the second lap, Scott 
got tired of leading and Steve got tired 
of leading," Dahners said. "They both 
pulled over and let me by. I knew they 
were only playing with me and it was 
tough leading. The three of us were just 
cruising, taking our time and making 
sure we didn't make any mistakes. At 
the end of the third (lap), the three of us 
all pitted and that's when they wicked it 
up." 

Conner came through in fourth on 
the second lap and only 30 seconds 
down on the lead gang.

The end of the fourth lap found 
Plessinger and Hatch still out in front 
and continuously swapping the lead 
back and forth. The pair also had 
whipped up the pace and Dahners in 
third now sat almost a minute behind 
the duo. Garrahan, Mashbir and Hawk 
also came through the scoring chute in 
the same tight formation, but for Garra- 
han the fifth lap would see him make a 
costly error which not only cost him 
fifth in the race, but fifth overall in the 
series as well. Garrahan and Mashbir 
only had a handful of points separating 
the two going into Ohio, and whichever 
rider came out ahead at the end also 
would settle the issue for fifth overall 
for the season. 

“Garrahan and I went back and forth 
at least a dozen times but the final call 
for Brian was this drop-off ledge sec- 
tion," Mashbir said. "We had all been 
doing it, but on the fourth lap I almost 
didn't make it, so I decided not to do it 
on the fifth lap. There was a line around 
it and it was a bit slower but it was the 
safer bet as there was a huge hole now 
at the bottom of the drop-off. “Well, 
Brian decided to go ahead and do it and 
he didn't make it. He ended up crashing 
and damaged his rear brake. After that, 
he just lost too much time and it was me 
and Hawk riding together for the last 
two laps." 

With just one lap left and the 
motocross track still to be cleared on the 
end of the sixth lap, bad luck fell upon 
the ever-smiling Hatch. Out on the 
motocross track, Hatch clipped a stake 
with his thumb (which he had broken 
only a few weeks earlier) and ripped his 
thumb back. 

“I heard it crunch and then the tears 
came to my eyes and I wanted to pull 
over really bad, but I said, ‘I gotta keep 
going,” Hatch related. "So I was riding 
kind of one-handed for the rest of the 
race. I just puttered through that last 
lap. Every time I jarred my thumb I 
was hating life and trying to land on 
the back wheel more on the jumps. I 
wish I hadn't hit that fence post as I 
think the end would have seen me and 
Plessinger in an exciting dash right to 
the end. I wish the course had been a 
bit slower today and more technical 
with tighter stuff. That definitely 
would have made it more to my advan- 
tage." 

On the final lap, Plessinger endoed 
off his bike, leaving him with the possi- 
bility of a broken ankle, the same one he 
broke a few years earlier. 

"Steve and I had been riding the 
whole race together, so on the last lap I 
decided I better get going," Plessinger 
recounted. "I wicked up the pace and 
broke free of Steve. About the five-mile 
mark, I just clipped a tree with my han- 
dlebars and it spit me off into a bunch of 
logs. I had been trying to wheelie over 
them so I wouldn't get stuck in them 
and I caught the front wheel too and it 
flipped me over the handlebars and into 
a bunch of stumps and logs. That was 
my only crash and I hurt my shoulder 
and ankle."

Broken ankle or not, it didn't seem to 
slow down the rugged Ohioan as 
Plessinger remounted his bike and 
cruised into the victory lane about 30 
seconds ahead of Hatch. Hatch claimed 
second only 20 seconds ahead of Dahn- 
ers. 

"Those last two laps were really 
tough, as I could hear Steve and Scott 
out ahead of me but I just couldn't see 
them," Dahners said. "I ended up just 
putting my head down and tried to ride 
the best race that I could on those last 
two laps. I gave it all I had and it paid 
off for me. I really need to thank my 
mom for putting up with me and sup- 
porting me through all this." 

It was American Suzuki's Hawk who 
finally settled the dispute for fourth 
place with Mashbir and the aid of a lap- 
per. 
"Eric (Mashbir) and I tried to pass a 
lapper on the last lap and the lapper 
pulled over and pushed Eric right into 
the weeds," Hawk said. "I went around 
the lapper and Eric and managed to put 
about 30 seconds on him in the end. 
This is the best finish I have ever done 
in these Nationals." 

Rounding out the top five was a 
happy Mashbir, whose only goal 
through the entire race was to keep Gar- 
rahan at bay and finish fifth overall for 
the season. He ended up completing 
both tasks. 

"Barry definitely rode better than me 
on the last lap," Mashbir remarked. “I 
made a few mistakes and allowed him 
to get out of striking distance, but I’m 
stoked with my finish today. I really 
have to thank Mark Hyde for giving me 
a Suzuki for these last three races. I 
know that I couldn't have done this 
without him," added Mashbir who, at 
34, is the oldest off-road AA rider. 

Garrahan finished a very disappoint- 
ing sixth for the day - fifth place had 
been so close, and then so far out of 
reach. 

In the 250cc A class, O'Nail and 





Bersano battled their way around the 
course for six of the seven laps. The two 
riders rode the entire race swapping 
back and forth, and just when it looked 
like Bersano had finally grabbed enough 
of a lead to make it stick, tragedy struck 
as Bersano lost his front brakes at the 
end of the sixth lap. 

Bersano was forced to make a 
lengthy pit stop which saw him slip 
back to fourth in the class, as well as, 
11th overall. O'Nail, now parted from 
Bersano for the final lap, must have 
missed his racing buddy because the 
final lap saw him make several costly 
mistakes which put him third in the 
class. O'Nail just salvaged 10th overall 
for the day with Bersano right behind. 

The Veteran Expert class was 
claimed by Suzuki's Mark Hyde. The 
first lap saw Hyde take the holeshot, but 
he was noticeably outclassed on the 
motocross course as Steve Burdette out- 
passed and outjumped Hyde to enter 
the woods in first. Burdette, a retired 
professional motocrosser, had come out 
to try his hand at the woods, but found 
out that the trees are not as forgiving as 
a motocross track. 

Burdette was forced to retire on the 
second lap when he lost a battle with a 
tree. After that, it was Hyde who took 
the lead and he was never challenged 
again. Hyde also claimed the A high 
point, along with eighth overall for the 
day. 

Plessinger had one last comment on 
his victory: “I rode a new, bone-stock '97 
KTM bike today. It worked great, but 
the suspension does need a little fine 
tuning, but the factory Suzuki bikes 
can't pull me." €N

m n the two seasons since Ducati at last 
| |delivered the long-promised down- 
size version of its 916 World Super- 
bike champion to the supersport 
class, the smaller V-twin desmoquattro 
has dominated its category at the high- 
est level. 

First, Belgian rider Michael Paquay 
breezed to the European Supersport 
crown in 1995 on the Team Alstare 748 
SP, winning seven out of the eight 
rounds held alongside the World Super- 
bike series in majestic style on his 
Pirelli-shod bike. 

Now, although this season things 
were closer-fought thanks to the FIM's 
overdue decision to remove the weight 
advantage the 750cc twins previously 
enjoyed over the 600cc fours in '95, the 
Ducatis still haven't stopped winning. 
At the halfway point in the 10-race 
International Open Supersport Champi- 
onship, which this year saw rounds held 
in Japan and Indonesia as well as 
Europe (a prelude to a full-on FIM-rec- 
ognized Supersport World Series in 
1997), Ducatis won four out of the five 
rounds run and it was a 748 that ulti- 
mately took the championship in the 
capable hands of Fabrizio Pirovano, rid- 
ing the Corona-sponsored Ducati run by 
Belgium's Team Alstare. 

But that championship came only 
after some incredibly hard-fought, 
crowd-pleasing racing between the Ital- 
ian desmo V-twins and the new Yamaha 
YZF600 Thundercats, with the Yamaha- 
engined works Bimota YB9SRI now also 












waving the four-cylinder flag effective- 
ly. 
3 Supersport racing has come of age 
internationally. What began as a cost- 
conscious street bike class is now a key 
battleground for rival manufacturers. 

Alstare boss Francis Batta is a shrewd 
operator who runs the top privateer 
team in four-stroke motorcycle racing 
today, a crisply presented outfit worthy 
of F-1 car racing which has attracted a 
multiyear, multimillion-dollar sponsor- 
ship package from Mexico’s Corona 
Beer. 


Batta’s boys have delivered the 
goods, with Pirovano winning the first 
three races of the series on the trot in the 
ex-motocrosser’s debut season road rac- 
ing with treaded tires after a glorious 
eight-year career as World Superbike’s 
most experienced and consistently suc- 
cessful rider. 

A second place by half a wheel to for- 
mer Belgarda Yamaha teammate Maio 
Meregalli in a four-bike blanket finish at 
Monza, coupled with a troubled sixth 
place at Brno with tire problems, left 
Piro narrowly leading the points table 
from Meregalli as the season took a half- 
time breather. While Piro had a month 
off playing Papa with his baby son, I got 
to ride his championship-leading Coro- 
na Ducati at Belgium’s Zolder race 
track. 

Let’s be honest. Less can be more, 
bigger not always best. Just as the street 
748 otto valvole is actually a more ridable 
roadster with a higher fun factor than 
Ducati’s torquier, lazier 916, simply 


because you have to work harder and. 


stir the gearbox more to make it go 





places, so the supersport desmo is more 
of a real-world racer for the likes of you 
and me than Troy or John’s works 995 
Superbike - all wheel-spinning, wheel- 
standing hyperbike hunk of it. 

The Corona 748SP hasn’t got so 
much power that you're always worry- 
ing about unhooking the back tire when 
you get hard on the gas, but there’s 
quite enough to deliver thrills without 
spills, performance without pain. The 
trick Pirelli Dragons on Piro’s bike have 
about the same level of grip as a cus- 
tomer slick, allowing third-gear wheel- 
ies every lap hard on the gas around the 
left-hand turn before the second chi- 
cane. 

But you're in control, not the bike. 
The Corona Ducati is that perfect pack- 
age, a bike you can work hard at riding, 
and get satisfaction from doing so. It 
delivers. 

One key factor is naturally the 
engine, prepared by Rolando Simonetti, 
the French desmo guru whose bikes 
took Raymond Roche to the World 
Superbike crown in 1990 and Paquay to 
the Supersport title last year. 

The Corona team has a factory-built 
motor it got at the start of the season 
(maintained in-house), which Rolando 
insists is identical to the team's spare 
engine which the team built itself, and 
uses the same mix of standard and race- 
kit parts as any other Ducati privateer 
like Bernhard Schick (see sidebar). 

"The only thing the factory did was 
to blueprint the engine for us," Rolando 
says, “matching all the parts to each 
other and fitting kit stuff like the smaller 
generator, slipper clutch and close-ratio 





gearbox. We use standard 
camshafts, but the heads are 

ported and flowed and the com- 
bustion chamber reshaped. And we fit 
the Termignoni racing exhaust with a 
bigger 52mm bore rather than the 50mm 
stock system." 

A larger 916 Corsa radiator is fitted 
to handle the extra heat generated by an 
increase in power to 115 bhp at the rear 
wheel at 11,800 rpm, while the inlet 
ducting from the air intakes to the air- 
box has been remade in carbon fiber but 
retains the stock shape and section, as 
the rules require. The airbox, however, 
is the same as on the street bike, in 
molded plastic rather than carbon fiber 
as on the racing versions of the 916. 
That's because on the Ducati a carbon 
airbox has a dual function - to save 
weight (unnecessary, since the Corona 
748 scales right on the new 378-pound 
common weight limit) and to act as a 
brace-in stiffening up the frame - and 
that's not permitted under supersport 
rules. 

You can tell Rolando's not being eco- 
nomical with the truth about the stock 
cams, because the Corona Ducati has 
exactly the same power curve as a street 
748SP - there's just more of it! Fire it up 
on the electric starter - every race bike 
should have one - and revel in the unbe- 
lievably precise and light throttle 
response that's been carried over to the 
racer from the 748 SP roadster, the best 
I've ever encountered, even on another 
fuel-injected motorcycle. 

The Ducati starts to accelerate smart- 
ly from 6,000 rpm up, but then at just 
under 7,500 rpm there's another big 


dose of extra punch, and the ottovalvoli- 
na fast forwards toward your appoint- 
ment with the 12,300-rpm rev-limiter - 
which, in contrast with Paquay last sea- 
son, Rolando says Piro uses all the time. 

"The engine's very reliable," he says, 
citing Paquay's 100-percent finishing 
record in '95 and Pirovano's similar 
score so far this season. "But it is very 
maintenance intensive - you have to 
keep on top of it the whole time, check- 
ing each part for tolerance and wear, to 
get optimum performance as well as 
reliability. But it's worth it - and the 
parts have a good life, so long as you're 
careful to keep checking them carefully 
and replace them before they're up on 
mileage. In '95 Paquay won the Euro- 
pean title using the same set of 
crankcases the whole season, and we 
only changed the rockers once - they're 
the most important part to keep an eye 
on. But Michael didn't rev it hard, 
which is why we got such good mileage 
from key parts, whereas Fabrizio uses 
lots of revs - our computer memory 
shows he uses 12,000 rpm in every gear! 


“We change valves every 1,500 kilo- 
meters (930 miles), pistons every 800 
kilometers (500), against Ducati's recom- 
mended 1,000 kilometers (620), and 
keep a close eye on the conrod bolts, 
which seem to be okay this season with 
the new Pankl rods. And that's it - 
there's no tuning work on the Ducati, 
really, only maintenance. Any customer 
can honestly make a bike exactly the 
same as ours and win races with it, 
without any significant expense beyond 
the initial purchase cost.” 

However, with usable power from 
seven-five up to 12 grand, you might 
think the Corona Ducati was a typically 
torquey V-twin slugger while the Bel- 
garda Yamaha, for example, is a rorty 
rev-hound you have to wind the engine 
up hard to get competitive power. 

You might think that - but you'd be 
wrong, because quite unexpectedly, it's 
actually the other way around. Whereas 
the Yamaha comes out of turns pulling 
very hard from 9,500 rpm upward 
thanks to its meaty midrange, the Ducati 
demands to be revved to make good 
power. There's a linear pull from that 
7,500-rpm power threshold, but it's not 


until you're in five-figure mode that 
things really catch fire. 

There's definitely more power at the 
very top end, where the engine acceler- 
ates very hard from 10,500 to 12,000 
rpm, so you need to use the close-ratio 
gearbox's perfect shift action to make 
lots of short, precise gear changes aimed 
at keeping the engine working in that 
five-figure zone. A speed shifter would 
be a real bonus on this bike, but strange- 
ly the rules don't allow what is a low 
cost bolt-on goodie. 

But don't be seduced by that docile 
delivery lower down the rev band into 
thinking you've got the midrange 
torque of a 916. You haven't, and that's 
what makes riding the 748SP such fun. 
It's a bike you need to work at making 
go places - but if you do, it does. 

This may have been the first time I 
rode a track-ready ottovalvolina, but 
slinging a leg over the 748 SP triggered 
some contrasting blasts down memory 
lane. The radical riding position that 
Piro favors, wedging the rider in place 
with a special Technosel seat pad that 
shoves you as far forward as the stan- 
dard steel fuel tank will permit, recalls

the series of his Yamaha superbikes I 
tested over the years - but especially the 
works 955 Ducati he raced for the first 
time two years ago, which had a similar 
close-coupled riding position. 

Like it, the Corona 748 SP also has 
the rear ride height jacked right up, 
combining with the seat to throw as 
much of your body weight onto the 
front end as possible, and to steepen the 
effective head angle of the Ohlins forks. 
In spite of this, Pirovano opts for the 
narrower 23.5-degree setting of the two 
alternative fork angles the 748 space- 
frame chassis delivers with the 
eccentrics in the steering head. The 
result is a sweet-steering bike that is 
agile and nimble when swapping sides 
in the trio of Zolder chicanes. 

Like his Yamaha superbikes that 
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used to shake their heads like a gypsy 
dancer in a straight line because of their 
radical steering geometry, Piro’s super- 
sport Ducati waggles the bars in your 
hands hard on the gas down the 
straight, as well as twitching a little 
while cranked over around fast sweep- 
ers. It's a nervous ride - but the payoff 
comes when you slam into a turn hard 
on the brakes and revel at the speed 
with which it changes direction. 

The 748 SP's homologated, meaty 
320mm cast-iron Brembo discs with 
their top-of-the-line four-pot calipers 
deliver stopping power allied with feel 
that's unparalleled in the Supersport 
class - especially when you use the slip- 
per clutch for the purpose for which it's 
intended and max out the engine brak- 
ing coming down through the gears 
from high speed. 

Get ready for a funny click from the 
clutch action as you use it coming down 
the gearbox, though. No chatter from 
the back end however many revs you 
use on the overrun, no jounce when the 
rear wheel that's been waving in the air 
hits the deck again with the engine turn- 
ing over - just epic deceleration for a 
middleweight street bike converted to 
track use. Except, that's not what it feels 
like if, like me, you're used to racing the 
748's single-cylinder sister, the Ducati 
Supermono. 

The Corona Ducati may deliver 
upward of 30 percent more horsepower 
and weigh 110 pounds more than my 
desmoquattro single, but the two bikes 
hàve a comparable power to weight 
ratio and above all, share a family 
resemblance in the handling depart- 
ment. 

With the excellent grip from the 
Pirelli rubber, the altered ride height to 
chuck more weight onto the front wheel 
(though not as much as the single's 
extreme 56/44 percent split), the super- 
sport bike feels like a twin-cylinder ver- 
sion of the sharp-steering, nimble Super- 
mono, allowing you to max out corner 
speeds and turn sharply.

However, 
that only really 
works on the Cororia 
bike on smooth sections of’ 
track, because even though he 
went straight from motocross to: 
superbikes a decade ago - withou 
ever riding the 600cc supersport class - 
Pirovano follows supersport convention 
by setting the suspension up very stiff at 
both ends. 

That's okay if you're working with 
mass-production Japanese components 
which may dictate that approach, but 
while the forks and rear shock on the 
Corona Ducati are both the stock parts 
from the 748 SP, they also happen to be 
made by Ohlins and can be dialed in a 
lot more loosely than on the Pirovano 
bike. Fabrizio's 136-pound star midget 
fighting weight gives him a big edge in 
acceleration and braking in a class with 
limitations on tuning and a strict mini- 
mum weight limit, but in spite of out- 
weighing him by a massive 40 pounds 
on the scales, I found the rear shock just 
right for me, even if the forks were still 
way too stiff - Piro doesn't like too much 
front-end dive under braking, even if he 
then has to cope with steering into turns 
with the back wheel waving in the air. 

What this also means is the bike 
doesn't ride bumps very well on the 
angle, like in Zolder's turn one where it 
chattered the front end every lap over 
the ridge, running diagonally along the 
racing line. At the same time, anywhere 
it's smooth you can just pitch the Ducati 
into the turn and it holds the line really 
well as you gradually feed in the power. 
With more suspension response, I’m 
sure it would ride bumps better, too. 

The Ducati is a controversial bike in 
Open Supersport racing, where some 
people who race fours talk about "aim- 
ing to win the 600cc class" and seem to 
labor under the burden of a permanent 
chip on their shoulder. Others just con- 
centrate on the task of beating the V- 
twins - and do so. The adjustment in 
weight limits hás evened things up this

season, and the relative performance of 
the Ducatis and Yamahas is now very 
similar. So too is the two bikes' total cost 
of acquisition under International 
Supersport rules which permit a greater 
degree of tuning than in some countries 
like, say, Australia, where Supersport is 
effectively a pipe-and-shock, box-stock 
class. 

The Ducati's 25-percent capacity 
advantage is a smokescreen that stops 
people from seeing the forest for the 
trees: The reason the Italian bike wins 
es is because it's the best all-around 
‘package, with a chassis that is 
“greatly underestimated by 
rivals, and brakes that are 
he best in the biz - espe- 
ially with the added 
edge someone as 
; light as 
Pirovano gives. 

If the Yamaha 
YZF600 represents 
he new generation of 
“four-cylinder super- 
sport bikes, and has 
already proven to have the 
“zap to beat the Ducatis on a 

power circuit, the 748 SP is still 
the bike to beat on tighter tracks. 

With two supersport titles 

'already under its belt, the Alstare 
team must be the favorite for the 1997 
World Supersport series, mustn't it? 
With Suzuki joining in with the all-new 
GSXR600 and Honda uprating its 
CBR600, the supersport class looks set to 
interest other major sponsors like Coro- 
na Beer. Maybe even a round in Mexi- 
co?! Hasta la vista, baby... eN 





Ducati 748 SP: 
customers choice 


i C= ‘em - all the former Superbike riders who've stepped down (or up?!) to the hotly 


contested Supersport class this season. Besides championship contenders Massimo 

Meregalli and Fabrizio Pirovano, and pre-season favorite Mauro Lucchiari on the works 
Ducati, there’s also German ace Bernhard Schick, who sacrificed his privateer Ducati superbike 
ride in favor of a 748 SP, and has been rewarded by carving out an unassailable lead in the 
1996 German Supersport series, as well as finishing a fine fourth in the World Superbike sup- 
port race at Brno. j i 

“Racing the Ducati is quite a cost-effective way of competing in the Supersport class, pro- 
vided you stay on top of essential maintenance,” says Schick, echoing Corona team tuner 
Rolando Simonetti’s strictures, “Ducati will sell you a bike that is nearly ready to race, and 
doesn’t need so many special parts as a Japanese model to be competitive. Though the up- 
front purchase cost of the Ducati is greater, by the time you've bought all the Yamaha race kits 
to convert the engine and chassis into a race bike, you're talking about a similar total cost. And 
with the Ducati, there's less need for special work on the engine - the factory’s done most of it 
for you on the SP version. But it is vital to follow a rigorous policy of replacing parts when 
their mileage is up, just like on a two-stroke GP bike. The 748 engine is very reliable - most 
people who blow them up either revved them too hard or went over mileage on key compo- 
nents like the rockers.” 

To convert the limited-edition 748 SP for the track, Schick fitted the handful of kit parts 
Ducati has developed for Supersport racing, including a special wiring loom and smaller gen- 
erator, alloy clutch basket, sprag clutch and the B5 close-ratio gearbox taken from the 916 
Corsa Superbike, with higher first and lower top gear ratios, and the ones in the middle closed 
further up. Internal engine modifications included porting the cylinder head and reshaping the 
combustion chamber, as well as lightening the crankshaft and raising the compression ratio 
slightly from 12.0:1 to 12.4:1, to take advantage of the better racing fuel that can be used. 

Camshafts are unchanged, with the stock 748 SP ones retained, but a special EPROM chip 
for the Weber/Marelli fuel injection is fitted, which gives differential mapping for front and 
rear cylinders. Schick says the only mechanical concem in the two seasons since the 748 made 
its debut has been the big-end bolts breaking on the conrods of ‘95 motors, but that since 
switching to Pankl steel rods on ’96 bikes, this has been fixed. Otherwise - no real problems, 
provided you keep up to date on that maintenance schedule. ; ; 

Schick has also pored the Ducati's weight down to the 172 kg. class limit by similar means 
to the Corona team, and uses standard fork internals with a different oil level, though he 
hasn't yet fitted the stiffer forks springs he thinks would improve the handling still more. 

Rear shock is the stock 748SP Ohlins, but Schick says the most important thing is to find the 
correct rear ride height to avoid the chain putting too much leverage on the shock via the 
swingarm and standard link - 10mm either side of the optimum setting is critical. : 

He uses the wider 24.5 degree head angle and says that handling is nimble but stable, with 
good wear from his Dunlop tires: T 

“The only time people have tire trouble on Ducatis is when they take all the weight off the 
back wheel and start spinning the tire,” Schick said. “That's why I beat Pirovano at Brno when 
he slowed with tire trouble - he sets his bike up too extreme in terms of front weight bias, with 
all the torque this engine delivers, and the tire can't hook up out of turns. But if you don't get 
too radical, this is an excellent bike: it's a very cost-effective way of going supersport racing 
and winning!” 1 ee ur E 
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far away 
s, the clock 
sped quietly past 
"midnight. We sat in 
the Laguna Niguel 
Ritz-Carlton Library, a place where well- 
dressed, rich men sat quietly doing what 
they thought men of their station were 
supposed to do while luxuriating in the 
good life: smoke cigars and drink cognac. 

We, the motojournalists, Yamaha 
staff and a few ad agency people, dis- 
tinctly less well-dressed than the 
patrons who actually belonged there, 
were also drinking. One or two were 
smoking cigarettes, but we were all in 
deep discussion about the Royal Star 
constellation and its newest member, 
the Tour Deluxe. 

After various platitudes were offered 
about what fine stories some of our pub- 
lications had done (liquor and flattery - 
they do try everything), there was just 
one small bone to pick. “I can't believe 
the way you guys just blew off the five- 
year warranty," one of the Yamaha 
staffers said about us, the press. 

"We're all-so passionate about this 
motorcycle," he continued fervently. 
"And we believe in it. It's more than just 
a motorcycle, it's the Road Star roadside 
assistance program, the warranty, the 
quality of the finish. It's everything, the 
whole experience. This line goes beyond 
anything any motorcycle manufacturer 
has ever done and I can't see a time in 
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1997 Yamaha Royal Star Tour Deluxe 











the near future when anyone is going to 
match it." 

We all agreed that the warranty and 
product support were unprecedented in 
the industry. But journalists are, at the 
very heart of the matter, there to find 
the interesting story. The publication's 
value is that it gets read, and to be read, 
the story must be interesting. 

“Man, I'm telling you, you can't 
write an interesting lead about a five- 
year warranty. It deserves mention, and 
it was mentioned. How far should we 
have gone? The cover? Yamaha offers five- 
year unlimited-mileage warranty!" 

A well-manicured lawn is conse- 
quential in the overall presentation of a 
house, but in the end it's the house that 
counts. Yes, it's important that the grass 
is there, but if you try to watch it 
grow... 

Riding is what matters. And that’s 
what we were gathered to do, to ride the 
1997 Royal Star Tour Deluxe, the model 
billed as the one taking the touring ele- 
ment of cruising a step beyond the 
smaller, leather saddlebags of the Tour 
Classic. As such, the Tour Deluxe hits 
the road with a number of features - 
both cosmetic and functional - that dif- 
ferentiate it from the other members of 
the Royal Star line. 

Functionally, the most important 
with regard to its intended touring pur- 
pose was the addition of the hard, color- 
matched saddlebags. The lids for the 
weather-sealed bags are secured with 
locking, chrome latches on either end, 
necessitating the use of both hands for

removal. Capacity is good and certainly 
enough for the casual touring/cruising 
for which the model is intended, partic- 
ularly since in its stock form the Tour 
Deluxe comes without passenger 
accommodations. Where the passenger 
seat normally resides is a stylized, 
chrome luggage rack. Should you desire 
to carry a friend, a passenger kit includ- 
ing a seat, backrest (definitely different 
from the one fitted to the Tour Classic) 
and floorboards will be available for 
roughly $700. It seems Yamaha found 
that a good number of its potential cus- 
tomers toured solo and the price could 
be lowered if the passenger parts were 
left off. The seat you do get stock on the 
Tour Deluxe is designed to be deeper 
and offer more back support to better 
suit the model's touring aim. 

Fitting the larger, hard bags made a 
couple of other changes necessary, 
namely to the exhaust system and the 
placement of the ignition key. The “79- 
cubic-inch” (that's 1295cc to you and 
me) V-four loses the four-into-four 
exhausts of the basic Royal Star and 
Tour Classic and gets instead a long and 
low four-into-two system. The new sys- 
tem brought about a slight increase in 
midrange power, though it isn't some- 
thing you'll likely feel, even riding both 
types back to back. What you will notice 
is both a change in the exhaust note and 
the way the bike feels. The sound of the 
Tour Deluxe is a little more muted and 
the individual pulses somewhat less dis- 
tinct. Smoother, you might say. 

Though unrelated to the exhaust 
changes, the four 28mm Mikunis were 
treated to refined settings (basically 
tighter tolerances for float settings, syn- 
chronization and the like) in an effort to 
enhance ridability. All three models 
benefit from the changes. 

As for the ignition switch, well, we 
think its having been moved because of 
the hard bags on the Tour Deluxe is a 
good thing, though Yamaha says it 
received little in the way of complaint 
about its placement on the first two 
Royal Star models; the ignition remains 
to the right rear of the seat on both the 
standard Royal Star and Tour Classic, 
but is now placed under the tank 
toward the front of the Tour Deluxe's 
frame on the left-hand side. 

Different chrome pieces here and 
there, as well as the addition of white- 
wall tires, round out the cosmetic 
changes. Two color schemes will be 
available, onyx and onyx over white. 

The final functional changes were the 
addition of self-canceling turn signals, 
an overdrive light (the engine diagnostic 
light performs double duty for this), to 
"remind" the rider that fifth gear is 
overdrive. 

What did I say was important? Ah, 
yes, riding. Well then, let's ride. 

We began our trek on the shores of 
California's south coast and traveled 
east through both the Cleveland and 
San Bernardino National Forests on 
winding mountain roads to the desert 
city of Rancho Mirage southeast of Palm 
Springs. We had traffic, stoplights, an 
interstate and those winding mountain 
roads - just about everything you might 
encounter on a tour of your own. 

We also had some wind. And with 
the roughly 5,000-foot elevation we 
encountered over some of the mountain 
passes to bring the temperature down, 
the effective windscreen and deflectors - 
the same used on the Tour Classic - 
were a blessing. So was the stability of 
the Tour Deluxe. Coming around the 
mountain, you could never be quite sure 
from which direction the wind would be 
coming. With Mr. Deluxe, it didn't mat- 
ter. 





The most important thing to do when 
faced with riding a Royal Star is to 
change your mind. Many of us get 
caught up in an adrenaline and velocity 
mentality: Gentlemen, let's eat miles 
and eat them quickly. Don't think that 
way. The Royal Star was not designed 
with speed in mind. I think that's why 
they call it cruising. That said, any of the 
Royal Stars will still support a brisk 
pace comfortably above any posted 
speed limit. 


As we motored out of 

Laguna Niguel heading 
south on Interstate 5, one 
thing it was clearly apparent 
Yamaha didn't change was 
the suspension. Expansion 
joints have their full person- 
ality communicated to the 
rider through the front fork. 
Those sharp hits are the 
worst of it and under most 
other conditions the suspen- 
sion's operation both front 
and rear is adequate. 

While the Tour Deluxe 
does well on the super- 
straight superhighway, 
things are too frenetic to 
really enjoy what the bike is 
about. Who can relax when 
a gasoline tanker truck is 
bearing down on you at 80 
mph? It was once we hit the 
more isolated two-lane 
roads the touring personali- 
ty of the Deluxe showed 
itself. 

You find yourself rolling off the 
throttle a little, checking the mirrors for 
flashing red lights a bit less and general- 
ly looking around more. You tend to 
notice what's around you, rather than 
just passing by it in a blur. The Tour 
Deluxe takes the hurry out of you. So 
when you see that sign for Sky Sailing 
glider rides as you pass by the little pri- 
vate airport in Warner Springs, you stop 
to take one (highly recommended, and 
make your pilot do a couple of wing- 
overs). 

Like the rest of the Royal Star line, 
the Tour Deluxe features overdrive 
ratios for both fourth and fifth gears. 
Fifth, in fact, is a very tall 0.703:1 which 
keeps the revs at a low 2,650 rpm at 60. 
So when your chuffing along at 50 or so, 
you get the full feast of the Royal Star 
sound mixing with the sights and smells 
of rolling hills and farm land. It is under 
these conditions that the overdrive light 
seems like overkill. If you're riding the 
Tour Deluxe the way you're supposed 








to, you won't be speeding, won't need 
to look at the speedo and you won't see 
the overdrive light. And because of the 
tall gearing, you'll also know that a 
downshift or two is definitely necessary 
should you actually need to pass some- 
one. When you go to downshift, your 
boot will be greeted by the same heel- 
toe shift lever found on the other Royal 
Star models. The shifter's operation is 
transparent, as is that of the excellent 
clutch. 

After having the opportunity to ride 
a couple of different Tour Deluxe mod- 
els, some accessorized, some not, I must 
report that the new stock seat's extra 
back support pushed me a bit closer to 
the tank than my 6-foot-2 frame would 
like. One of the bikes was equipped 
with the Corbin-made Yamaha accesso- 
ry seat, and that one's still the best. It's 
broad, firm and flat, allows the rider to 
move around a bit as well as lending a 
better feeling of spaciousness. 

Like the first time we rode the Royal

Star, one of the most impressive aspects 
of the machine's handling is its low- 
speed maneuverability. Riding-shot 
photo sessions typically entail countless 
U-turns on narrow, isolated two-lane 
roads. With the Tour Deluxe, these U- 
turns are no-brainers and motoring 
around a parking lot is easy. 

As a demonstration of Yamaha's 
commitment to the Royal Star line, there 
is of course the rest of the package, all 
included in the $14,999 Tour Deluxe 
price. I’m speaking, naturally, about the 
five-year warranty, the Road Star 24- 
hour roadside assistance program with 
trip-interruption benefit in case of 
mechanical failure, the 24-hour, toll-free 
service line, locksmith service, dealer 
locator service and a customized trip- 
planning service. Overall, this is very 
green grass, if you will. 

Oh yes, and with that five-year war- 
ranty comes unlimited miles. Good 
thing, too, because chances are you'll be 
racking up quite a few. eN

RICHMOND, ENGLAND, OCT. 19 
. raham Jarvis has emerged in the 
€ last couple of months from the 
E J shadow of his more illustrious 
British peers Doug Lampkin and Steve 
Colley, and it is becoming more obvious 
that the quiet, lone works Scorpa rider is 
suddenly very definitely not content to 
be the “third man.” 

After winning the last two rounds of 
the British Trials championship (he fin- 
ished the year with thè number-two 
plate, behind Lampkin but in front of 
Colley), Jarvis’ latest success was in the 
unique Scott Time and Observation 
Classic, second in importance in Britain 
only to the Scottish Six Days. 

The Scott actually is an anachronism 
these days. As trials have become more 
and more condensed into short loops 
containing probably only a dozen sec- 
tions - to be attempted maybe three 
times at a pedestrian pace - the idea of 
an 80-mile, all-moorland loop, into 
which are slotted no fewer than 75 dif- 
ferent sections, to be completed as fast 
as possible, is a real stunner. 

Staged on the bleak, heather moors 
in Yorkshire, where it is cold even in 
the summer, the Scott is a trial you 
either love desperately or hate violent- 
ly. Yorkshiremen all claim to love it. 
Most are lying. They ride it because it is 
a tradition they are stuck with. Others - 
like Lampkin, Phil Alderson and Ger- 
ald Richardson - love every second of 
it. 

The rules are simple. Go as fast as 
you can and lose as few marks in the 
sections as you can. The fastest man to 
finish sets standard time. For every two 
minutes you finish behind standard 
time, you lose one mark. Only riders 
who finish within two and a half hours 
of the standard are classed as finishers. 
For the majority, finishing is all that 
counts. 

Colley set the pace this year, trying to 
give Gas Gas its first-ever win in the 





Scott. Colley was really on a mission as 
he risked a big crash, lashing his Gasser 
around in just under five hours, carding 
a time of 4:56:40 seconds. But Colley, 
winner on a Beta in 1992-93, had gone a 
little too quickly and paid the price in an 
observation score of 49 - which was to 
prove over twice as many as the 
inspired Jarvis, who parted with a mere 
21 marks in the sections. 

And Jarvis was traveling only mar- 
ginally slower. Keeping a close check on 
Colley's time, so as not to fall too far 
behind, he always knew exactly what he 
had to do, and that was to concentrate 
on the sections. 

The Scott is the only trial where you 
will get more than one rider in a section 
at the same time. If someone gets stuck

or strikes trouble, others just ride 
straight through. With riders leaving the 
start at 20-second intervals, the first 
hour is quite hectic as they settle into 
their natural rhythms. 

Most of the quick men like Colley, 
Jarvis, Rob Crawford, Alderson and 
Wayne Braybrook were given late num- 
bers and had to charge through the 
field, carving past the slower boys on 
the moors and in the sections. For spec- 
tators, the Scott is a brilliant day out, 
riding or driving through the narrow 
Yorkshire lanes, trying to keep up with 
the riders who are usually way above 
them on the moor top. 

The faster riders are soon at the head 
of the field and get involved in all sorts 
of personal races. Club rider Tony Kaye 
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actually kept the "aces" behind him and 
his Gas Gas for more than three hours 
this year before striking trouble and 
being overhauled by Alderson, who in 
turn was reeled in and passed by Colley 
close to the finish. 

Colley was the first man to finish the 
course and he was exhausted by his 
efforts. 

“I could actually have ridden for 
miles, but now that I've stopped 1 just 
can't move,” Colley said, slumped on 
his Gas Gas which was parked on its 
paddock stand. The sections were really, 
really slippery this year and I have lost a 
lot on observation. I’m knackered." 

Heavy rain the previous week made 
the moors and bankings extremely slip- 
pery, not too boggy, just treacherously 
slippery which caused many crashes; 
Colley was not immune. 

“I had one big one which wiped my 
front-brake master cylinder off,” he said. 
I had to finish one moorland crossing 
before I could repair it at a refueling 
check.” 

Alderson, a local lad who lives on the 
moors and who has won the Scott four 
times, was next home on his TYZ Yama- 
ha. 

“The streams and the banks are very 
slippery, but the moors aren't too bad,” 
Alderson told us. “They are wet in 
patches. Actually, I lost my gloves in 
one stretch of bog. And I just had one 
puncture, on the way back to the finish.” 

Unflappable as always, Jarvis almost 
casually cruised in to reveal that he had 
suffered no problems at all. 

“I concentrated on the sections, but I 
was still going quick, as quick as I felt 
safe," Jarvis said. "Colley was just 
mega-quick. I slid off the bike.a couple 





of times, but no big crashes this year, 
thankfully.” 

Third-placed Crawford, winner last 
year and in 1990, had a much more 
exciting day. 

“I repaired three punctures before 
the second petrol check (of six) and had 
another later in the day,” he said. “And 
the throttle kept sticking. I passed Jarvis 
once with my Beta revving its nuts off -I 
bet that surprised him. Then I had a big 
get-off that made me feel physically 
Sick. I settled down a bit after that." 

Steve Saunders, former World Trials 
Championship number two and 10-time 
British champ, has never won the Scott. 

“I don't expect I will, either," he said 
with-a grin. “I just go steady now, 
although I had a big moment when I 
threw my Gas Gas down a 30-foot drop. 
I was mad because I had just had the 
chain off and was going too quick.”

Patterson 
prevails

MANNINGTON, KY, NOV. 3 

S Cycles' Robert Patterson put 
it together when it counted in the 
last tenth of a mile to take home 

the lion's share of the payback in AA 

action at round two of the Mid-South 

Winter Hare Scrambles on a sunny but 

cool day in western Kentucky. 

Round-one runner-up Mike Morris of 
Team Green made his presence known 
as he rocketed into an early lead. Morris 
continued in front of the AA freight 
train until he overshot a turn. Sport 
Cycle Racing's Doug Blackwell was 
there to take the lead. Patterson also got 
by, but Morris shot back into the front 
position about a mile later and led the 
tight bunch of pros at the end of the first 
of laps on the tight and technical 7.3- 
mile course. Morris continued out front 
until about a mile into the second lap 
when a mud hole consumed his KX. 

“It was just one of those things," he 
said. "I was out front feeling pretty con- 
fident since I got through the first lap 
with no real problems, but I guess with 
nearly 300 bikes going through that rut, 
it doesn't take long for them to become 
nearly bottomless. When I lunged into 
it, even at speed, I just stuck and went 
over the bars. After that, I just played 
catch-up all day to eventually finish 
fifth, after a screwup on the last lap that 
dropped me yet another place." 

With Morris out of the picture, Black- 
well took over the position and contin- 
ued in the lead to check in first at the 
end of lap two. Patterson stayed close, 
as did Team Green's Mike Sampson. 
Mike Cornett was fourth and John 
Maschino fifth. 

Blackwell continued out front until 

. Patterson saw an opening in a turn and 
shot past. Sampson followed and moved 
Blackwell from first to third in a matter 
of seconds. 

"It was pretty tight out there," Black- 
well said. "Nobody was going to get 
away today unless there was a major

screwup at one of the small mud holes 
where a bunch of people were and one 
of us got through and the others didn't 
right away." 

Patterson completed the fourth lap in 
the lead, followed closely by Sampson, 
Blackwell, Morris and Cornett. 

Patterson appeared to be a shoo-in 
for the overall win until he bobbled at 
about the two-mile mark while trying to 
pass a lapped rider and had to stop 
while another rider was blocking the 
trail. Blackwell shot past both Patterson 
and Sampson and was sprinting toward 
the finish line when they realized what 
had happened. 

“I didn't think Blackwell was that 
close, and all of a sudden here he came 
shooting past us," Patterson said. 

Patterson was able to return the 
favor, to Blackwell's dismay. 

"It was pretty much what I did to 
him," Blackwell said. “There were three 
ruts with riders in front of me, and I fol- 
lowed a slower rider through and Pat- 
terson got through ahead of me when 
the trail came back together." 

Blackwell pulled alongside Patterson 
as they slid around the last turn into the 
scoring tent, but Patterson got the nod 
as he had about half a wheel length on 
Blackwell when they passed the check- 
ered flag. 

Sampson was just a few bike lengths 
back in third. Cornett finished fourth in 
the AA class as he passed Morris in the 
closing stages of the final lap. 

CGR Racing-backed former National 
Hare Scrambles Champion Tony Hen- 
don moved from the Vet A class, which 
he has won for several years, to race the 
more-competitive 250cc A class with 
much younger riders. Hendon got off to 
a slow start and had to hammer all race 
long until the fourth lap when he took 
over the lead to post the win as he also 
did in round one.

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Greene grabs win at 
Carlsbad Motocross

Ken Greene's DKW was the winning machine at 
an AHRMA regional vintage motocross race 
that drew more than 145 entires to the world- 
famous Carlsbad GP track. 

Scheduling a vintage motocross in the shad- 
ow of the annual Del Mar Mile flat track race 
was a dicey proposition, as such an event could 
have siphoned off spectators and participants 
alike. Promoter John LeFevre, however, came 
through with an event that won't soon be forgot- 
ten by combining the AHRMA racing with the 
CZ world championships, and including 
Bomber support races. 

Race one, featuring 500cc Sportsman Interme- 
diates, started the show with a three-way dice. 
CZ-mounted Louis Harker began chasing the big 
Maico of Eric Cooke as well as Keith Petrangelo's 
beautiful BSA. Throughout moto one, the lead 
changed more then Dennis Rodman's hair color, 
with Petrangelo finally coming out ahead with 
Cooke and Harker hot on his heels. 

Moto two had the same three riding like they 
were hooked together. All bets were off as the 
trio continually swapped positions. On lap four, 
Petrangelo's BSA, pulling like a tractor up Carls- 
bad's long uphill, came alongside Cooke and 
Harker. Cresting the hill, Cooke's Maico stalled, 
allowing the BSA to squeeze into second place. 
Harker, hearing the big four-stroke rumble 
behind him, turned up the boost just enough to 
take the checkers first, with Petrangelo and 
Cooke in hot pursuit. : 

Classic 125cc action was no less exciting as 
15 racers lined up on an incredible variety of 
rare machines. Establishing superiority immedi- 
ately were Mark Arsenault, on a Husqvarna that 
was too clean to race, and Greene. These two 
experts wasted little time outdistancing the rest 
of the field, at times looking like dance partners 
as they mirrored each other's every move. The 
first-moto game of follow the leader finally came 
to an end with Arsenault holding off the hard- 
charging Greene for the first-moto win. 





When the gate dropped for moto two, the 
dance began again as the pair burst out of the 
gate with an awesome holeshot, leaving the 
pack far behind. Lap after lap, Greene chased 
Arsenault, finally setting him up for a beautiful 
pass on the final lap. Running out of time, Arse- 
nault tried to retake the blazing DKW, only to 
fall as he pulled alongside, handing Greene a 
well-fought victory and the overall win.

After winning the number-one plate in both Dis- 
tricts 6 and 7 last season, Mike Klopp has suf- 
fered through a season with no wins at the pre- 
mier local short track, but that changed Saturday 
afternoon as Trail-Way ended its '96 short track 
season. 

Klopp rode the Jim Chapman Triumph to a 
win in the 750cc final.

In the 600cc A race, Klopp looked like he 
was going to get his first win as he led them off 
the second turn on a moderately wide-groove 
track, with Mike McKee, Jim Hollister and Roy 
Miller right behind. But McKee drifted off the 
groove in the fourth turn, losing a few spots. 
After one lap, Hollister did the same thing off 
the second turn, giving Klopp and Miller a little 
margin. 

Mike McKee completed a remarkable season 
on his Hannum's Cycles-sponsored Suzuki, as 
he never lost a 250cc A final at Trail-Way this 
season. Todd Stith took his second Over 30 vic- 
tory of the year, while Bob Babcock again won 
the Over 40 event. 

Another rider who completed a perfect sea- 
son was Jared Mees on his Mike's Classic H-D- 
sponsored 65cc Kawasaki, while John Lewis V 
took the 55cc (4-6) victory, with Leroy Bussey 
winning in the 7- to 8-year-old group. Chris 
Klinefleter headed the 85cc class, with Ben 
Miller easily topping Ryan Babcock in the 125s. 

Jake Johnson again was victorious in the 
250cc B and Will Russell passed Bryon Germer 
late in the race for the 600cc B win on this sunny 
afternoon. 

Miller slipped under Klopp coming off the 
fourth turn on the second lap. With McKee and 
Hollister behind, the top four stayed close, fin- 
ishing in the same order.

Renshaw rails at

Brian Renshaw took the win in the Vet Interme- 
diate class at the second annual Chaparral Cycle 
Grand Prix at Glen Helen Raceway. Renshaw 
earned the win with consistency and patience, 
something needed to negotiate six miles of 
motocross, natural washes and asphalt for 90 
minutes.

By the fourth lap, Clement had moved up to 
third. Just as the group had dropped into the 
infield, Clement looked over his shoulder and 
went off the track. That detour put Renshaw and 
Dalton ahead of him. 

On the next lap, Clement was again in front 
of Renshaw and Dalton. Black had left the race. 
Clement and Renshaw were beginning to put a 
small dent into Gallagher's lead. 

Clement and Renshaw pitted for fuel at the 
same time, while Gallagher elected to go another 
lap. Joe Bagnasco had taken over fourth. Gal- 
lagher's crew was amazed that their rider would 
keep going by them, even when he was signaled 
to pit. Gallagher saw that Clement and Renshaw 
were catching up, so he gambled that his larger 
tank would have enough fuel to finish. 

The next time they came into view, Gal- 
lagher was still leading, but only by about five 
seconds as they approached the white flag. Ren- 
shaw was now second. 

“I fell in the asphalt portion of the course," 
Clement said of his move to third. When the rid- 
ers reappeared on the motocross portion, Ren- 
shaw was in front. 














“1 got (Gallagher) coming down that last hill 
before you start back towards the motocross 
track,” Renshaw said. “He gave a little throttle 
coming down, and I left the my motor pinned, 
down the inside, locked up the brakes and 
caught him off." 

The checkered came out with Renshaw first, 
followed by Gallagher, Clement, Bagnasco and 
Tapert.

Eight-time ISDE gold medalist Jeff Fredette rode 
his Fredette Racing Products-sponsored 
Kawasaki 200 over huge logs and deep water to 
his seventh win of the Moose Run Event. 

The Moose Run always has been known 
locally for its ability to stop even the best riders, 
and on one occasion back in 1984 only had two 
finishers. 

With many national-caliber riders now chal- 
lenging the notorious Moose, things have not 
changed that much with the “96 event having 10 
finishers out of the 300-plus starters. 

Fredette, a wily veteran of Midwest cross 
country events, faced competition including 
Honda's Scott Summers, KTM's Mike Lafferty, 
'95 winner Kirk Foster and even the old king of 
the woods himself, Dick Burleson. 

“I got a bad start, around 14th, I think, and 
rode the first lap in a survival pace," Fredette 
said. 

The first 40 miles were all virgin trails. At the 
start of the race, local fast guy Phil Converse 
took the lead, but it was short-lived. By the 
three-mile mark, Scott Summers on a factory 
Honda 400 XR was in the front of the pack. 

Throughout the first 10 miles, Summers and 
'95 winner Kirk Foster rode up front. By the first 
gas, Summers had a minute-plus lead on the 
pack, only to be slowed by a problem with the 
clutch on his 400. Summers went for another 40 
miles, after which he was forced to retire at the 
70-mile mark. 

Now it was KTM/Moose-sponsored Laffer- 
ty's turn on the point for the next 10 miles, but 
around the 80-mile marker, Fredette showed up 
on the leader's rear fender. After riding together 
thriugh the next 20 miles of ravines and nasty 
creek crossings, Lafferty took a less than good 
line and fell victim to one of the thousands of 
pitfalls. Fredette would use this opportunity to 
leave Lafferty and the rest of the competition to 
battle over the leftovers.

J "You're $100 wealthier! Lamson 
beat Tortelli in both motos at 

erez!” 

Just a few minutes earlier, I had 
eceived two phone calls. One from my 
dustrialist friend Ludo, who was visit- 
g his family in France. The other came 
rom journalist Davey Coombs, who 
had phoned in from the press tent at the 
Oth annual running of the Motocross 
les Nations in Jerez, Spain. The news 
as great - America had just won back 
he Motocross des Nations title. 

Everyone was stoked because the 

ericans - in very convincing fashion - 
ad reclaimed their rightful place as 
lers of the motocross world. Eager to 
pass the word along - and be the bearer 
bf good news - I began to phone all of 
y friends. However, the first call was 
o go to photographer Joe Bonnello, who 
ad a deathly serious, high-profile 
ager riding on the outcome of the 
ent. 

When I phoned with the good word, 
oe was very happy. Not only did the 
anks win, but he was now $100 richer - 
nd somewhat relieved. You see, 

rough a bet, Joe had managed to get 
imself involved in an international 
motocross incident involving the 

otocross des Nations, a French 
motocross journalist and photographer 
amed Carlo Bagalini, Steve Lamson, 
ind French racing sensation Sebastien 
ortelli. And as these things sometimes 
llo, word of “The Bet" leaked out and 
ad managed to make it into a number 
pf international motocross publications. 

anks to Steve Lamson, Bonnello was 
ow off the hook. 

"To-provide a little background on 

is matter, if you know Joe Bonnello, 
ou know that he may be missing a few 
pokes. The-American-born and half- 
rench photographer (his mother hailed 
rom France) is an endearing soul - 
lbeit a bit half-baked, coming off as a 
modern-day cartoon character (I mean 
his in the best way). A month earlier, he 








got into a well-intentioned war of words 
regarding worldwide 125cc motocross 
supremacy. The antagonist? French- 
based photographer /journalist Carlo 
Bagalini of the French publication, Moto 
Crampons. 

Read on as both Bonnello and Bagalini 
explain, in their own words, “The Bet.” 

"About a month before the 
Motocross des Nations, I was speaking 
to Joe about MX,” said Carlo Bagalini. 
“He told me that Lammy was so strong 
and impressive at the time that, for sure, 
nobody can beat him at the MXdN. I 
said, “I do believe you, Lammy is fast 
and strong, but you underrate Tortelli. 
Have you seen this guy this year? No? 
Let me tell you. In Nismes, Belgium, for 
the 125cc Grand Prix, the track is very 
similar to Roggenburg, Switzerland," 
Bagalini explained. "You can imagine 
how fast Paul Malin would be on this 
kind of track (note: Malin stormed to 
two convincing moto wins at the circuit 
at the 1993 MXdN, helping his British 
team to victory). 

^Paul made the holeshot in each 
moto. Two times, Tortelli came from 
behind to catch him. The third guy, Ste- 
fan Everts, finished more than one 
minute behind them. In the second 
moto, Fred Vialle was one minute 
behind. To have seen this race and oth- 
ers all year where Tortelli was always 
the fastest guy, I was sure that no one 
could beat him. Not even Lammy," pro- 
claimed the French reporter. 

"So when Bonnello told me that he 
was sure of Lamson's superiority, I said: 
OK. Joe, let's bet 100 bucks on which of 
the two riders wins the MXdN 125cc 
class." To be sure that he had his bet 
ensured, Bagalini told the world (or at 
least France). 

"To be sure Joe did not forget, I 
wrote a message at his attention in Moto 
Crampons," Carlo claimed. "The mes- 
sage was: "Dear Sebastien, I bet $100 
with Joe Bonnello that you will beat 
Lamson at the MXdN. So please, make 
me win."

Bonnello's reply to Bagalini? 

I can't go to Spain, but I gave a $100 
bill to Ken Faught for you (Faught is the 
editor at Dirt Rider magazine),” replied 
smokin' Joe. "If I win, please go to the 
bank and take the same bill. I don't 
want to have some French francs or 
other weird, exotic bills." 

By that point in time, word of "The 
Bet" had gotten out in the somewhat 
close-knit American MX magazine 
world. I have to admit, the entire thing 
was pretty damn funny. Leading into 
the des Nations weekend, Bonnello and 
I had spoken of the wager on a number 
of occasions. Joe was definitely con- 
cerned. Not only in regard to the 
money; but he was also factoring in his 
international reputation. It would all 
come down to two world-class 125cc 
riders in Spain. International bragging 
rights, the fastest 125cc rider in the 
world, America vs. France were all 
issues to be settled on the track in Jerez. 
The power of world motocross power 
hung in the balance - and so did the fate 
of Joe and Carlo's $100 bill. What would 
happen? 

"Lamson better win," Joe told me the 
Saturday evening before the race. “The 
tax man is here this week and I need the 
money!" 

Then came the big day...the Reckon- 
ing. 

"In Jerez, I was a little bit tense 
before the first moto," Bagalini said. 
“When I saw Tortelli stopped by the 
crash of Smets, I thought, it's going to be 
harder for Tortelli now and for me too. 

"In the second moto, I was far away 
from the starting gate so I could not see 
the first corner," Carlo described. 
“When I saw Lamson pass near the spot 
where I was taking photos, I didn't see 
Tortelli behind him. I thought, Okay., 
Sebastien must be in front of the pack 
and I missed him. I was satisfied. Lam- 
son will never be able to overtake him 
and I can keep my $100." 

“But then I heard a 125cc engine 
sound coming," Bagalini continued.

The 
race was lost. I was sad for Sebastien 
because he made two very impressive 
races. I was not sad for me because 
when you bet money, you have to con- 
sider that your bill is lost." 


As history would dictate, Lamson - 


took the measure of Tortelli in both 
motos and America went on to decimate 
the event, winning every moto possible, 
Carlo would now have to face the 
music. 

How did Joe react when word came 
down? 

"Excellent, excellent! I knew Lamson 
would do it! Poor Carlo, ha, ha, ha..." 
Bonnello laughed. 

But he left it at that. I got the feeling 
that Bonnello didn't really want to rub 
it in all that much. The two great 125cc 
pilots had gone head-to-head and 
Lamson won. Bonnello knew that there 
was a lot of skill required on Lamson's 
part - but probably, an iota of luck as 
well. 

The final act of the drama played 
itself out this week when my new issue 
of Moto Crampons arrived in the mail. 
In it was a picture - in blazing color - of 
Bagalini handing over a crisp, green 
$100 bill to an ecstatic, dirt-splattered, 
sweat-soaked Steve Lamson. Both were 
smiling big. 

I could be wrong, but If I had to 
guess, Bagalini and Bonnello enjoyed 
making the bet more than they did win- 
ning or losing anything. 

Any final words of wisdom from the 
two high-rolling combatants? 

“He should have known better," 
Bonnello quipped . 

“Now, if someone would tell me: 
“This guy (Lamson) will beat Tortelli; I 
would bet again on Tortelli,” Bagalini 
claims, “because I’m sure nobody can 
beat him if he has a good start - but, for 
sure I would bet a smaller bill." cN
